Another example of US meddling in Canadian 
affairs is found in the outrageous attacks made by 
the head of the US-based Firemen’s Union, H. E. Gil¬ 
bert of Cleveland, Ohio, on the Kellock Royal Com¬ 
mission. This Canadian Royal Commission, appointed 
with the full approval of Parliament, has found that 
firemen are not needed in freight and yard service 
on the CPR. Mr. Gilbert, who doubless feels that his 
own usefulness as a $25,000-a-year official of the Fire¬ 
men’s union may be called into question as a result 
of the fact that new firemen will not be employed on 
the CPR when effect is given to the Kellock Royal 
Commission in May, has gone out of his way to hurl 
abuse, calling into question the competence of three 
of Canada’s most respected judges who served on the 
Royal Commission. 

—No less shocking is the suggestion of this US 
union boss that Canadians have no right to discuss 
the diesel firemen matter publicly and in the press. 
Mr. Gilbert is critical of what he calls “trial” of the 
diesel case in Canadian newspapers- He clearly feels 
that such discussion should be stifled. 

Attacks on the freedom of the press and the pub¬ 
lic’s right to know the facts are to be deplored under 
any circumstances. Such attacks, coming from a 
union official at Cleveland, Ohio, and aimed at every 
newspaper, every editorial writer, and every inter¬ 
pretative writer in Canada, constitute an effort that 
Canadians are not likely to soon forget.

Arising out of the current debate in the Alberta 
legislature on the matter of revision of the liquor 
laws, the highly controversial question of liquor ad¬ 
vertising is again to the fore. Under regulations of 
the Liquor Board any form of Liqfior advertising is 
forbidden — yet the so-called “ginger ale” approach 
is a thinly-veiled evasion of those regulations and one 
which, under a democratic system of government, it 
is almost impossible to control. 

As a member of different organizations which 
have studied this matter from time to time, we think 
the government should take some decisive action in 
the matter. We’d like to see some consistency in the 
policy. If it is wrong to advertise liquor (aiW we’re 
not getting into that argument at the moment) why 
are the newstands permitted to carry magazines such 
as The Reader’s Digest, which derives much of their 
revenue from this source, as do most of our other 
better-known periodicals? If it is not wrong to adver¬ 
tise liquor, why can’t the whole problem be thrown 
into the laps of individual publishers — why should 
only those periodicals which are published in this pro¬ 
vince be penalized? We do know this if the matter 
were thrown wide open some publications would not 
accept such advertising even at premium rates. How¬ 
ever, some of those publishers feel most strongly that 
the present system is an infraction of the rights of a 
free press—even although they would not carry such 
advertising they belive that it is a matter for the con¬ 
science of the individual publisher, not for govern¬ 
ment regulations, and we can heartily agree on that 
point. If, however, this is against government-policy 
we would plead for a little consistency — banish com¬ 
pletely those periodicals published elsewhere in Can¬ 
ada or in the U.S. unless they eradicate the advertis¬ 
ing which is deemed objectionable. The present sys¬ 
tem is a shame and a delusion and represents on the 
part of the government a reluctance to face up to a 
consistent policy — and its consequences.
